Sarnen, Switzerland, This is reportedly the firm 
of Hans SPICHTIG, one of the principal Intermedi- 
aries in the Henssler case. 
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In May 1952 Zolly had made a previous attempt to 
secure 3000 tons of copper from AGENCIAS KAFEL 
of Santiago, a firm which Adolph (Alfred) POST 
had put in touch with BELG0VER of Brussels in 
October 1951 in an a ttempt to arrange a Chilean
